YEAR'S QUIET PROGRESS 


His ~Excellency Mr. J L 
Humphreys, C.M.G., €-B.E., Governor 
and Commander-in-Chief of the State 
of North Borneo, in the course of ‘his 
administration report for 1928, says 
that the year .'may be regarded as 
one of quiet .p ogress. In spite of 
the serious effects of the slump in 
rubber prices’ the total of revenue 
was the second highest. in the his- 
tory of the State, -and.it was pos- 
sible to maintain the general schemes 
of development and reorganisation 
adopted -in 1927. The country was 
peaceful. The law-abiding and peace- 
ful reputation which the State has 
‘earned way maintained throughout the 
year. The number of criminal cases 
tried by magistrates showed 2 de- 
credise of 263, Serious offences~are 
satisfactorily few and the immunity 
from organised crime happily con- 
tinues. The revised land terms’ for 
small holdings and the payment of 
passages for immigrants fromm China 
continued to attract settlers; the pro- 
vision of work on the simultaneous 
construction of roads and. paths in all 
five Residencies minimised unemploy- 
ment ond gave immigrants facilities 
for earning a livelihood. 

The year was notable as the first 
in the ten-year scheme pf road con- 
struetion and in the three-year scheme 
of gaming abolition. It was also 
notabie -for the welcome revival in 
the timber trade that followed the 
improvemen: of. internal conditions in 
China. i 

Immigration 

‘Immigration, he writes, is confined 
to Chinese, apart from the importa- 
tion of Javanese labourers by estates. 
Government assists Chinese already 
|settled in the State to bring in 
friends and relations, providing them 
with free passages from Hong Kong 
to any part of the State. -During the 
year there were 1,372 applications for 
passes compared with 1,054” during 
1927. Arrivals numbered 1,187 com- 
pared with 866 in 1927. The total 
cost to Government of these passages 
were $22,105.67, or $18.62 per immi- 
grant. Apart from these assisted 
immigrants, 2,724 unassisted new ar- 
rivals were recorded, and 383 Chinese 
labourers were imported for work on 
estates. Ss 

The subsidised settlements at 
Inanam, Menggatal, Telipok, and- 
Kudat -have enjoyed moderate pros- 
perity only, as a result of the con- 
tinued slump in rubber prices. Out- 
standing loans, however, were reduc- 
ed by $2,540 to $19,996. 

Abolition of Gaming 

The year marked the first stage in 
the abolition of gaming. From Janv- 
ary 1, 1928, gaming was confined to 
Chinese’ and restricted to seven 
centres; all natives and Moham- 
medans were prohibited. from enter- 
ing any public gaming place, At the 
end of the year the first stage to- 
wards abolition was' concluded, for 
the years 1929 and 1930 it will he 
confined to two centres only;.at the 
end of 1930 it will be entirely pro- 
hibited. 

_ The good effects of prohibition on 
the native population. were evident 
during the year; women and children 
appeared to be better clothed and 
rished, and rents and taxes were 

paid with greater promptitude. 
Legislation 

Six Ordinances came 
during the year: 

Ordinance 1 requires all persons 
employed as hospital dressers to take 
out licences, and brings them under 
the control of the Medical Council. 
Its object is to ensure that dressers 
shall be properly qualified to carry 
out their duties. 

Ordinance 2 amends and con- 
solidates the law relating to trade- 
marks; it is based upon the English 
Acts. 

Ordinance 8 gives the necessary 
powers to the medical authorities to 
institute anti-malarial measures by 
destruction of mosquitoes. : 

Ordinance 4 re-enacts with amend- 
ments the Ordinance relating to poi- 
sons and deleterious drugs and brings 
the law into conformity with the In-

I feel I 
must avail myself of this public 
meeting of the Board to record my 
appreciation of the reception accord- 
ed to my. proposal two years ago to 
erect a public market for the rapid- 
ly growing district of Kowloon 
At first. the original design 
submitted by the Hon. Director of 
Public Works was for a very modest 
structure indeed which, it was 
estimated, would cost the small sum 
of $1,500. With that plan I was. 
not satisfied, because I thonght it 
could not-possibly meet the require- 
ments of Kowloon Tong residents. 
Thanks to the Head of the. Sanitary 
Department, (Mr. W. J. Carrie), I 
was given an opportunity to discuss 
the amended plan for a structure of 
a greatly improved design with a 
large number of stalls and better 
internal ‘arrangements altogether. 

The Director of Public Works’ 
acquiescence in my suggestion for 
the keeping apart of the urinal 
from the. market building -proper 
under a separate roof is another of 
those improvements which have-com- 
mended themselves to those Kowloon 
Tong residents with whom ‘I had 
the benefit of discussing the 
amended plan. 

To the Vice-President (the Hon. 
Mr. H. T. Creasy, C.B.E.) of this 
Board also Kowloon Tong residents 
are thankful for agreement in sug- 
gestions I put forward on their 
behalf and in compliance with their 
wishes. From a sum of $1,500 the 
estimate for the more pretentious 
building to conform with the 
amenities of the Kowloon Tong 
Garden City has grown to $10,000. 

I hope with the adoption of the

The Royal Commission on Awards to 
Inventors presided over by Lord 
Tomlin, continued their heating to-day 


lat the Privy Couneil Court, Downing- 


street, of claims made by Sir James 
Henderson, Mr. S. G. Brown, Mr. A. L. 
Rawlings, and Mr. E. Kilburn ‘Scott, 
for awards in respect. of improvements 
in gyroscopic compasses adopted by the 
Admiralty during the war. The hear- 
ing has already occupied some days, 
and to-day a great deal of extremely 
technical evidence was given. 

Coufisel were:—-For Sir J, Hender- 
son, Mr, K. ‘Shelley; for Mr. 8. 
Brown, the Hon. Stafford Gripps, K.C., 
Mr. Trevor Watson, and Mr,. Drew; 
for Dr. Rawlings, Mr. D. H. Corsellis 
and Mr. Reginald Jones. Mr. Kilburn 
Scott was not represented. 

Mr. Wilfred Greene, K.C., Mr. 
James Whitehead, K.C., and Mr, J. M. 
McEwen appeared for the Admiralty. 

Mr.. Brown eontinued his evidence, 
and was questioned by his counsel, Mr. 
Trevor Watson, who dealt with an ex- 
tensive correspondence passing be- 
tween Mr. Brown and the Admiralty. 

After one of Mr. Brown’s answers 
Lord- Tomlin interposed with the re- 
marks: “In your answers you must 
not leave anything to our imaginations, 
because. we have not got any." 

Mr. Brown spoke of a visit from 


Commander Harrison round about Oc- | 


tober 2, 1916. He remained about two 
hours, and saw the compass working, 
and had explained to him fully the 
characteristics of the instrument. 


“Kick” Stopped 


In May, 1917, Mr. Brown wrote say- 
ing that the compass had been im- 
proved since it was last seen, a “kick” 
on starting and stopping rolling hav- 
ing been practieally removed. Profes- 
sor Bennett called at Mr._ Brown’s 
works at Acton about May, 1917. 

Mr. Trevor Watson.—At that time 
were you satished with the tests?— 
Quite satisfied. 

And your object was to persuade the 
Admiralty to take it up?—Yes. 

A specification was filed on March: 
2, 1917. 4 

Me. Watson. —What was done with 
regard to the question of keeping that 
patent a Secret patent? 

Mr, Brown.—We received a letter 
pressing us te keep. it a secret patent. 

A complete specification was filed on 
March 2, but acceptance was delayed at 
the request of the Admiralty. until 
1919, and that deferred publication of 
the specification. 

Ultimately the compass was sent to 
Ditton Park, Slough, and Mr, Brown 
went there to see teats conducted by 
}Commander Harrison. The compass 
was also tried on board ship. — 

Mr. Brown said he asked permission: 
to submit the compass to allied. nations 
and: was given permission. -. 

Mr. Trevor Watson questioned M. 
Brown regarding . the ~ Harrisen- 
Rawlings device and Mr. Brown said 
he first saw it in operation on M.S. 
“Rapid” in June, 1919. “I was not sup- 
posed to see it,” he said, “but I could 
not help myself.”

MARRIAGE .LAW 


DR. SWAYNE AND 200-YEAR-

Swayne) moved an amendment that 
the measure be recommitted to the 
Committee so as to provide that the 
publication of banng in the parish 
of residence would be sufficient to 
authorize marriage in any church 
in the-country if due notice were 
given beforehand of the church 
where the marriage was to take 
place: 

The rules regarding” residence 
and banns-were,.he said, designed 
to avoid clandestine marriages and 
to secure the maximum of publicity. 
But rules which were reasonable 
and right 200 years ago were ex- 
tremely inconvenient to-day. 

“We all-know that there is a very, 
large measure of habitual evasion 
of the law.as to residence,” he add- 
ed. “The community said ‘if we 
cannot change the law we must get 
round - it. somehow,’ and nobody 
thinks very. much- the worse of 
those who do it.”’. —

HULL D ‘DOCKS’ 


RAILWAY COMPANY'S MOVE FOR 
-, INCREASE 


CHAMBER’ S OPPOSITION 


Shipowners ind coal ,exporters aro 
perturbed at an announcement made to 
a meeting of the Hull Chamber of 
Commerce and Shipping.- It was re- 
ported that the ‘London and North- 
Eastern Railway Company, who are 
the local dock authorities, proposed to 
apply for an order authorising them to 
increase the dock rates, dues and 
charges in the-port as from October.1 
next, This formed the subject of an 
important discussion: 

he secretary (Mr. A, Whitehead) 
read a letter.from the divisional gen- 
era! manager of the London.and North- 
Eastern. Railway Company, 
that the increased charges were pro- 
posed after a careful ‘review of all the 
circumstane:s, and the additional}. 
powers now sought by the company 
were necessary to’ maintain in an 
efficient manner their dock undertak- 


ings. 

Sir Arthur Atkinson: (a local ship- 
owner), who presided, said that the 
company’s propusal was to raise the 
rates from 60 per cent. above pre-war 
rates to a per ceut. 

Very Serions Matter” 

Mr. Minute Gcod {another ship- 
owner) said it would bea very serious 
matter for Hull if they had these in- 
creased charges in shipping at the pre- 
sent time. He pointed out that the 
Tyne Commission had reduced their 
surcharges from 50 per cent. to 40 per 
cent., and there was surely no reason 
why ‘the railway company could do the 
same. 

Mr. E. Dumoulin expressed a- doubt 
as to whether they could rely upon the 
Co-ordination . Committee to support 
them in this matter. There were mem-. 
bers on that committee who had large 
interests in other ports and he was in 
bho of Hull entering a protest on its 


Sir Arthur Atkinson said that they 
had done so, and he agreed that there 
was a possibility that Hull would-be 
looked upon as a kind of odd man out, 
It had. been the case in the 1921 rail- 
way agreement. They were let down 
then, and ‘they did not want to be let 
down again. Hull, he said, was looked 
upon as a cheap port, and other port 
authorities were-up against them.

Mr. Dumoulin said it was an import-

It was, 
he contended, a question in which the 
Corporation shéuld ‘support them. :

N. Y. MARINE HOSPITAL 
SHIPPING INTERESTS OPPOSE 
TRANSFER” 


Opposition of shippi interests of the 
port of Ney York to the proposed shift- 
ing of the Marine ‘Hospital from the 
present site at Stapleton to another 
loeation was voiced at a hearing held 
recently at Stapleton by Dr. Hugh S. 
Cumming, Surgeon-General. of the 
United States Publie Health Service. 

Mr R. J. Baker, secretary of the 
American Steamship Owners’ A'ssocia- 
tion, stated that the association repre- 
senting the owners of more than 3,800,- 
000 gross tons.of merchant ships was 


strongly opposed to the proposed re- 
re 


moval of the hospital from the present 
site. The steamship owners, he said, 
are in favour of the carrying out of 
the improvements for which an appro- 
priation of 2,500,000 dollars has beer 
made by Congress by purchasing addi- 
tional land to provide room for expai 
sion of the hospital facilities, and pro- 
tect the site from undesirable _ en- 
crouchments. . d 5

THE SPEECH FROM THE. 
THRONE \ 


OPENING PARLIAMENT 


[By Athelstan Ridgway in London’ 
“Morning Post”) 

Wa know beforehand-—that. con- 

stitutional precedents, centuries old, 

guarantee that the King’s Speech 

for the opening of the new Parlia- 

ment will contain nothing imme- 


diately controversial. For the King’s 


Speech or..Speech from-the Throne ° 
and the Address in Reply are 
essentially an exchangé of courtesies 


‘between the crown and the Houses; 


a preliminary handshake, as it 


| Were, before the prize fight or box- 


ing bout begins, in which, of course, 
the Crown gracefully retires and 
leaves the Government Party to 
carry on, - 

The duty: of declaring or “opening 
the cause of the summons to 
Parliament” .was, from the earliest 
times, assigned to a principal 


‘Minister, generally the Lord Chan- 


eellor, as the keeper of the Royal 
conscience. Yet the practice, up to 
a century and a half ago, was by no 
means uniform. Once it was quite 
usual for the Sovereign to say a few 
words, generally of a complimentary 
nature, before the formal official i 
utterance of his Minister. ! 
- The arch-innovator in these’ mat- 
ters’ was James 1, who. greatly | 
fancied himself in the- role of, 
dialectician, regardless of the 
appropriateness or otherwise of the 
occasion. He favoured his first 
Parliament with a very lengthy 
speech and cut the 
effort toa babi - paragraph or two. 


Subsequently he dispensed with the, 


vicarious utterance altogether, and 
substituted his own ponderous. 
orations, Even Charles I. knew 
better than that. On the occasion 
of his first Parliament he put off his 
erown after prayers had been. said, 
and in right’ courtly manner knelt 
by the “chair of estate;” after 
which manifestation -of dignified 
humility, he declared the “‘cause -of 
the summons” in a speech to which 
certainly no objection could be taken 
on the ground ‘of verbosity. The 
antithesis of his father’s academic 
prolixity, it ran: 
Regal Irony 

“Now, because 1 am unfit for 
much speaking, I mean to brigg ap 
the fashion of my predecessors, to 
have my Lord Keeper to speak for 
me in most .things; therefore I 
commanded him to speak something 
to you at this time ....- which is 
more for-formality than any great 
matter he hath to say unto you.” 

“Formality,” indeed! Irony most 
regal. It is instructive’ to follow 
the changes in those, the swaddling 
clothes days of our . modern con- 
stitutional practice, and to ‘observe 
how sometimes the King’s utter- 
ance tends ta ‘become the official 
formal declaration, although, after 
the Restoration, the formal com- 
munication was once more gener- 
ally left to the Lord Chanceltor. 
Naturally the sunconstitutionally- 
minded Charles II.- often gave a 
strongly personal expression to his 
wishes. In 1680 he read a full 
blown Speech from the _ Throne 
which opened thus :— 

“My Lords and Gentlemen,—I 
have many particulars to open to 
you; and because I dare not -trust 
my memory with all. that is re-
